Hon.  John  F.  Fitzgerald, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

'  Dear  Sir, —  We  beg  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of 
the  activities  of  the  Bath  Department  for  the  year 
1911-12. 

In  submitting  this  resume  we  feel  that  a  proper 
exposition  of  the  work  accomphshed  by  this  department 
cannot  be  had  by  the  bare  portrayal  of  facts  and  figures. 
The  value  of  figures  at  most  is  only  relative,  and  while 
the  attendance  figures  submitted  herein  may  convey 
some  impression  of  the  widespread  popularity  of  the 
institutions  under  our  direction,  they  cannot  impart 
any  comprehensive  idea  of  the  health-giving  functions 
of  our  system. 

No  department  in  the  city  has  a  more  cosmopolitan 
patronage,  and  no  feature  of  civic  life  has  a  more  appeal- 
ing nature,  or  is  more  salutary  in  its  influences,  than  that 
which  it  is  our  privilege  to  regulate.  A  proper  apprecia- 
tion of  its  humanitarian  character  can  only  be  measured 
by  those  who  are  brought  in  almost  daily  contact  with  it. 

The  healthful  and  recreative  features  of  the  gymnasia 
and    baths,    sought    especially    by    those    communities 
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which  at  present  do  not  possess  them  near  at  hand, 
furnish  a  most  convincing  argument  for  their  construc- 
tion in  these  locahties.  Their  presence  in  any  and 
particularly  in  the  most  congested  areas  is  an  acknowl- 
edged barrier  to  the  spreading  of  disease,  and  the  extent 
of  this  beneficent  work  wrought  among  peoples  where 
sanitary  equipment  and  healthful  practices  are  on  a 
low  plane  is  inestimable. 

If  but  1  per  cent  of  those  who  patronize  our  gymnasia 
and  baths  thereby  anticipate  the  contracting  of  a  disease 
and  are  made  stronger  and  better  citizens,  the  resultant 
dividends  in  the  health  and  happiness  of  our  citizens 
cannot  be  properly  measured. 

We  contend  that  the  expenditures  made  by  the  Bath 
Department,  a  most  useful  agency  in  the  amehoration 
of  disease,  by  reason  of  its  preventive  character,  saves 
the  municipahty  a  much  larger  expense  that  would  be 
entailed  through  other  channels  in  eradicating  existent 
diseases,  and  thereby  justifies  the  appropriation  of  an 
amount  sufficient  to  carry  out  our  campaign  of  pro- 
moting health-giving  and  body-giving  practices  in  every 
quarter  of  the  city. 

In  order  that  these  educational  policies  may  be 
extended  to  every  section  of  the  city,  we  earnestly 
recommend  a  special  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  a  bath  house  and  gymnasium  in  Brighton, 
the  only  section  of  the  city  yet  unprovided  for  in  this' 
respect.

East  Boston. 

The  opening  of  the  new  Paris  Street  Gymnasium  and 
Baths,  located  on  the  site  of  the  first  indoor  municipal 
gymnasium  in  America,  took  place  on  July  8  last,  and 
its  unexcelled  facilities  have  been  used  to  a  degree  far 
exceeding  our  fondest  anticipations.  The  number  of 
patrons  who  frequent  this  institution  and  their  cos- 
mopolitan character  is  sufficient  proof  of  the  decided 
impetus  to  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people  in 
this  section.  The  gymnasium  and  shower  baths  are 
taxed  to  their  full  capacity  and  the  resulting  good  for 
a  healthy  and  stronger  citizenship  makes  it  a  powerful 
influence  to  the  community. 

The  inadequate  locker  facilities  at  Wood  Island  Beach 
were  augmented  last  season  by  the  purchase  of  a  large 
tent  of  sufficient  size  to  cater  to  the  needs  of  the  extra 
patronage  at  this  beach  during  a  particularly  hot  period. 
The  beach  on  the  men's  and  boys'  side  was  extended  a 
distance  of  sixty  feet,  and  propej"ly  sanded,  an  im- 
provement that  greatly  lessened  the  hitherto  congested 
condition  of  this  portion  of  the  beach,  and  contributed  ■ 
much  to  the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  its  patrons. 

An  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  the  construction  of 
a  bath  house  at  Orient  Heights,  which  has  been  lying 
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dormant  for  a  few  years,  owing  to  objections  against 
its  use  on  the  site  contemplated,  could  be  used  to  good 
advantage  here  in  the  construction  of  additional  lockers, 
and  we  urge  the  immediate  transfer  of  this  sum  for  the 
above  mentioned  purpose. 

The  three  floating  bath  houses  at  Border  street  and 
Jeffries  Point  continue  to  serve  their  useful  mission  in 
their  respective  districts. 

Charlestown. 

With  the  o;gening  of  a  new  reinforced  concrete  build- 
ing to  replace  the  former  dilapidated  structure  at  Dewey 
Beach,  and  the  completion  of  the  new  indoor  bath 
house  and  gymnasium  at  Bunker  Hill  and  Lexington 
streets,  the  people  of  this  congested  district  will  have 
ample  accommodations  for  the  full  enjoyment  of  health- 
ful and  recreative  activities.  Both  will  be  thoroughly 
modern  in  point  of  construction  and  equipment,  and 
will  serve  to  stimulate  the  interest  of  this  section  in 
healthful  practice  and  a  due  regard  for  their  bodily 
welfare. 

Copley  School,  the  only  indoor  bath  house  at  present 
in  operation  in  this  large  area,  still  draws  a  large  pat- 
ronage, which  proves  its  inadequacy  and  only  emphasizes 
the  necessity  for  the  speedy  completion  of  the  Ward  3 
building. 

North  End. 

The  urgent  need  of  repair  on  the  piers  at  North  End 
Park  advocated  in  our  last  annual  report  has  been  met 
by  an  additional  appropriation  of  $5,000  by  the  City 
Council,  and  the  improvements  called  for,  as  a  result, 
are  rapidly  nearing  completion.  When  finished  these 
piers  will  serve  as  most  inviting  recreation  centers  for 
both  the  adults  and  children  of  this  cosmopolitan 
community,  having  been  made  safe  and  sound  by  the 
installation  of  new  planking  and  guard  rails.  The 
beach  here  is  daily  patronized  by  thousands  of  suffering 
humanity,  but  the  lack  of  funds  has  prevented  any 
improvements  being  executed  in  the  way  of  dredging 
and  sanding  the  bottom  of  the  beach,  which  is  advisable. 

The  necessity  for  the  construction  of  a  new  laundry 
building  on  this  site  becomes  more  imperative  each 
year  as  the  department  grows,  and  as  there  is  ample 
room  in  a  most  accessible  location  for  the  above-men- 
tioned plan  to  be  put   into  effect   we  trust  the  City 
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Council  will  realize  the  urgency  of  our  request  in  this 
matter  and  appropriate  $15,000  for  this  purpose. 

Last  summer  additional  area  was  given  over  to  the 
children's  play  corner,  and  a  fence  constructed  below  the 
mean  low  water  line,  providing  the  privacy  needed  on 
the  women's  and  children's  side  of  the  beach.  More 
playground  apparatus  was  also  installed  within  the 
children's  inclosure  which  merited  daily  appreciation 
by  the  hundreds  who  constantly  sought  its  use.  The 
.lower  room  of  the  park  building  in  the  southerly  end 
was  converted  into  an  auxiliary  laundry,  in  which 
an  up-to-date  mangle  was  installed,  greatly  relieving 
the  pressure  of  supplying  bathing  materials  during  the 
warm  periods  of  the  summer,  and  its  worth  will  become 
more  evident  each  season. 

The  North  Bennet  Street  Bath  House  during  the 
past  year  has  had  extraordinary  demands  made  on  it,  and 
its  influence  on  the  life  and  character  of  the  adjacent 
community  renders  it  of  exceptional  value.  On  Sunday 
morning,  during  the  summer  season,  the  presence  of 
a  police  officer  from  Station  1  was  enlisted  for  the 
purpose  of  preserving  order  and  regularity  in  the  ranks 
of  those  awaiting  entrance.  A  special  appropriation  for 
the  purpose  of  installing  sixteen  additional  shower 
baths  on  the  main  flo'or,  as  requested  last  year,  is  most 
advisable  and  would  tend  greatly  to  diminish  the  waiting 
lines  which  at  times  are  obliged  to  form,  owing  to  the 
inadequate  facilities  in  the  house. 

West  End. 

The  delay  in  securing  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$15,000  in  carrying  out  the  plans  and  specifications  of 
the  bath  house  and  gymnasium  contemplated  on 
Blossom  street  has  provoked  just  criticism  from  a 
community  where  the  need  of  such  an  establishment 
as  intended  is  so  manifest  as  to  make  further  delay 
a  matter  approaching  neglect  of  civic  duty.  The  plans 
projected  are  suited  to  the  needs  of  this  community, 
and  their  execution  is  anxiously  awaited  by  thousands 
who  feel  that  the  enjoyment  of  such  features  as  will  be 
provided  have  already  been  too  long  arrested.  We 
trust  that  the  additional  appropriation  of  $15,000 
requested  will  be  forthcoming  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  two  floating  bath  houses,  located  in  the  Charles 
River  Basin,  at  Charlesbank  Park,  are  daily  taxed  to 
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their  fullest  capacity  during  the  summer  season.  Water 
taken  from  tanks  of  these  two  houses  was  analyzed 
by  the  Board  of  Health  during  the  past  year,  and  was 
found  to  be  free  from  disease-breeding  germs,  thereby 
dissipating  any  apprehension  that  could  be  felt  by  those 
who  thought  that  the  absence  of  an  ebb  and  flow  in 
this  basin  would  be  conducive  to  stagnant  and  polluted 
water.  It  would  be  advisable,  however,  to  install 
shower  baths  in  these  houses  this  coming  summer, 
and  this  plan  will  probably  be  adopted. 

South  End. 

The  Dover  Street  Bath  House  is  still  the  mecca  of 
thousands  in  quest  of  cleanliness  and  health.  Last  year 
over  200,000  sought  its  free  facilities.  This  number 
embraces  people  gathered  from  every  quarter  of  the 
globe.  We  feel  safe  in  asserting  that  this  house  allevi- 
ates the  needs  of  the  citizens  to  a  greater  degree  propor- 
tionate to  its  facilities  than  any  bath  house  in  the  world. 
The  laundry  continues  to  meet  the  increased  demands 
made  on  it  yearly,  but  next  year  the  installation  of  an 
additional  extractor  will  be  necessary. 

The  appropriation  of  $90,000  recently  made  by  the 
City  Council  makes  possible  the  realization  of  a  desire 
long  cherished  by  the  people  of  the  South  End  for  a 
suitable  bath  house  and  gymnasium.  The  plans  em- 
bodying these  features  are  already  extant.  Its  situation 
on  Tyler  street,  adjacent  to  the  present  rather  unin- 
viting building,  is  central,  and  will  promote  frequent 
recourse  to  these  benefits  by  the  people  of  this  district.. 
Its  spacious  gymnasium  and  liberal  number  of  shower 
baths  will  lend  their  influence  to  a  community  calculated 
to  take  a  profitable  advantage  of  these  unexcelled 
features  when  completed. 

The  Ward  9  Gymnasium  and  shower  baths  on  Har- 
rison avenue  are  a  decided  boon  to  the  immediate  sec- 
tion and  contribute  much,  despite  the  limited  facilities, 
to  those  who  frequent  this  house.  During  the  past 
year  the  Civil  Service  Commission  has  held  its  physical 
examination  of  all  city  laborers  in  this  gymnasium, 
where  a  large  percentage  of  those  now  in  the  Police 
and  Fire  Departments  of  the  city  underwent  a  course 
of  physical  training  that  qualified  them  for  the  physical 
tests  for  appointment. 

An  appropriation  of  $6,000  for  the  construction  of  a 
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new  floating  bath  house  to  be  located  at  Fort  Point 
channel  will  prove  a  most  desirable  improvement  in 
this  section.  The  large  army  of  workers  in  the  adjacent 
factories  and  storehouses  will  find  this  house  a  most 
enjoyable  retreat  in  the  heat  of  a  midsummer  day,  and 
its  use  for  a  short  time  will  prove  refreshing  to  the 
toiler  and  beneficial  to  the  surrounding  business  houses, 
in  the  way  of  renewed  activity  on  the  part  of  their  toilers 
after  a  refreshing  plunge. 

South  Boston. 

The  extensive  improvements  made  at  L  Street  last 
spring,  in  point  of  increased  accommodations  in  both 
the  men's  and  women's  departments,  and  the  introduc- 
tion of  turnstiles  on  the  men's  side  to  register  and  regu- 
late the  entrance  of  the  patrons,  have  contributed 
immeasurably  to  the  success  of  this,  the  most  popular 
municipal  bathing  beach  in  the  country.  The  serially 
numbered  check  system  for  the  distribution  of  towels 
and  trunks  in  the  men's  house  has  enabled  us  to  more 
readily  ascertain  the  correct  number  of  towels  and  suits 
used  by  the  patrons,  as  well  as  insure  proper  returns 
for  the  sale  of  these  articles.  The  abolition  of  nude 
bathing,  previously  in  vogue  here,  which  met  with  some 
opposition  from  a  few  sources,  has  come  to  meet  with 
the  approbation  of  all.  It  has  served  to  eliminate  many 
of  the  criticisms  heretofore  offered  against  the  contin- 
uation of  this  policy,  without  producing  a  corresponding 
degree  of  opposition  from  those  who  previously  were 
its  most  ardent  supporters.  As  now  conducted,  and 
with  its  greatly  augmented  facilities  for  catering  to  the 
masses,  it  affords  a  most  inviting  resort  to  those  in  quest 
of  pleasure  or  renewed  life.  Chest  weights  were  installed 
on  the  side  wall  of  the  handball  court  of  the  men's 
beach. 

A  commodious  and  durable  sun-house,  constructed 
of  glass  and  steel  framing,  was  built  this  fall  for  the 
''Brownies"  to  bathe  here  during  the  winter  months, 
and  its  addition  has  met  with  the  same  measure  of  appre- 
ciation as  was  received  for  other  improvements  during 
the  year. 

This  coming  year  will  witness  the  further  develop- 
ment of  the  children's  playground  and  mothers'  corner 
of  the  women's  side.  Teeter  ladders,  swings,  and  such 
apparatus   as    are   suitable  for   a  child's   play,  will  be 
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installed,  and  a  shelter  provided  for  mothers  who  can 
have  recourse  to  its  coohng  shade,  while  children  may 
have  their  full  measure  of  play  under  the  watchful  eye  of 
their  parents. 

In  point  of  service,  accommodations  and  equipment 
L  Street  is  unique,  and  stands  alone  among  institutions 
of  its  kind  in  this  country  as  a  health-giving  and  recre- 
ative center  to  which  many  thousands  pay  daily  com- 
pliment by  their  presence. 

The  D  Street  Gymnasium  continues  to  impart  health, 
cleanliness  and  recreation  to  the  thousands  who  take 
advantage  of  its  privileges.  Necessary  improvements 
in  the  matter  of  new  and  additional  showers  in  this 
gymnasium  have  been  delayed,  owing  to  its  shortage 
of  funds,  but  the  number  of  patrons  who  use  this  house 
merit  the  improvements  contemplated,  for  which  a 
special  appropriation  of  $2,000  should  be  made. 

The  location  of  the  proposed  municipal  building  on 
Broadway  carries  with  it  the  construction  of  an  extensive 
bath  house  for  both  men  and  women.  The  men's 
department  will  include  the  installation  of  fifty  showers, 
with  dressing  rooms  connected,  while  the  women's 
section  provides  forty  of  similar  workmanship  and  design. 
The  acquisition  of  this  additional  house  will  meet  a 
long  desired  need  in  a  large  and  thickly  settled  district 
which,  up  to  this  time,  has  received  no  recognition  in 
this  regard.  From  the  isolated  gymnasium  and  bath 
house  on  D  street  to  the  municipal  building  on  Columbia 
road  no  bathing  facilities  have  been  located,  and  the 
site  contemplated  for  the  construction  of  this  new  plan 
has  been  chosen  with  a  proper  regard  for  the  wants  of 
the  above-mentioned  area. 


ROXBURY. 

The  Cabot  Street  Bath  House,  with  its  gymnasium, 
swimming  pool  and  shower  baths,  is  rapidly  meeting 
with  that  degree  of  appreciation  due  an  institution 
combining  such  varied  and  thoroughly  equipped  accom- 
modations. Its  completeness  merits  the  praise  of  all 
critics,  and  its  power  for  good  draws  thousands  from 
every  section  of  the  city.  The  need  of  a  thoroughly 
new  equipment  in  the  matter  of  showers  has  become 
more  evident  daily,  and  a  special  appropriation  to  this 
end  will  be  fulfilling  a  necessary  duty. 

The  uninviting  and   dilapidated   appearance   of  the 
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swimming  pool  at  Orchard  Park  becomes  more  evident 
each  year  despite  such  improvements  in  appearance  and 
equipment  as  the  pool  itself  and  our  appropriation  will 
permit.  The  construction  of  a  new  bath  house  and 
gymnasium  in  this  section  is  imperative  if  the  needs 
of  such  a  thickly  congested  community  are  to  be  sub- 
served. If  this  was  accomplished  the  swimming  pool 
could  be  abolished,  as  is  now  deemed  advisable,  and 
the  wants  of  the  people  in  this  section  would  be  served 
in  a  more  hygienic  manner  throughout  the  year.  From 
Cabot  street  to  the  Ward  16  building  on  Columbia 
road  no  bath  house  now  exists,  and  a  knowledge  of 
the  conditions  in  the  intervening  district  is  sufficient 
incentive  for  the  making  of  an  appropriation  to  be 
expended  for  this  desirable  purpose. 

DORCHESTEE.  ' 

Columbia  Road  Gymnasium,  pool  and  baths,  the  only 
building  of  its  kind  in  the  immediate  and  outlying 
districts  in  this  end  of  the  city,  is  used  to  the  limit  of 
its  facihties.  The  two  gymnasia  are  filled  daily  with 
those  in  quest  of  physical  development,  and  the  unusually 
large  attendance  attests  the  appreciation  of  all  who 
seek  its  advantages.  The  pool,  while  not  conforming 
in  size  and  shape  and  depth  to  what  is  ordinarily 
required,  serves  its  useful  mission  to  a  very  appreciable 
extent,  especially  among  the  women  and  girls,  for  whom 
it  has  become  necessary  to  open  the  pool  on  Wednesdays 
of  each  week  from  10  a.  m.  to  3  p.  m. 

Neponset. 

The  inadequate  locker  facilities  which  have  previously 
hindered  the  development  of  Tenean  Beach  have  been 
met  by  the  construction  of  additional  houses  with 
lockers  for  both  the  male  and  female  patrons  who 
patronize  this,  one  of  the  most  popular  beaches  in  the 
department.  The  coming  summer  will  witness  a  large 
improvement  both  in  point  of  numbers  and  in  alleviating 
the  wants  of  those  who  were  formerly  compelled  to  wait 
in  line  for  locker  accommodations.  Last  summer  tilts 
were  installed  on  the  women's  side  of  the  beach,  which 
proved  a  most  inviting  and  useful  improvement  in  the 
recreative  life  of  the  children  of  this  section. 

The  purchasing  of  Colter's  Beach  and  the  construction 
thereon  of  a  new  bath  house  is  in  process  of  development, 
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and  when  arrangements  have  been  completed  will 
meet  with  the  wants  of  the  people  between  Savin  Hill 
and  Neponset. 

The  special  appropriation  of  $9,000  which  has  been 
made  will  hardly  carry  out  the  purchase  of  the  land 
sought  and  the  building  of  a  suitable  bath  house  on  the 
premises,  but  the  money  at  present  available  will  be 
utilized  in  a  manner  looking  toward  the  fulfillment 
of  this  project  which  has  been  eagerly  sought  by  the 
citizens  of  the  adjacent  district  for  some  time  past. 

Jamaica  Plain. 

The  opening  of  the  Curtis  Hall  building  in  March 
will  greatly  augment  the  facilities  and  broaden  the  scope 
of  the  activities  in  this  department.  This  well-lighted 
i^and  well-appointed  gymnasium  and  running  track, 
together  with  its  numerous  shower  baths  and  spacious 
swimming  pool,  will  prove  a  welcome  addition  to  the 
civic  life  in  this  community.  The  gymnasium  is 
equipped  with  every  desirable  piece  of  gymnastic 
apparatus  and  any  paraphernalia  suited  to  physical 
development,  while  its  spacious  floor  is  sufficient  to 
accommodate  a  class  of  over  100. 

The  swimming  pool  is  75  feet  long  and  24  feet  wide, 
with  a  mean  depth  of  3  feet  and  a  maximum  depth  of 
6^  feet,  containing  about  75,000  gallons  of  water,  which 
will  be  heated  to  a  proper  degree  for  the  comfort  of  its 
patrons.  It  has  a  filtering  system  which  will  enable 
us  to  use  the  water  already  in  the  tank  more  than  once. 
The  site  of  the  building  is  accessible  to  thousands,  and 
its  opening  will  add  another  monument  to  this  section 
which  will  be  appreciated  to  an  extent  commensurate 
only  with  its  large  facilities. 

West  Roxbury. 

The  Spring  Street  River  Bath,  as  stated  in  our  report 
■  of  a  year  ago,  is  manifestly  in  need  of  extensive  improve- 
ments. The  old  wooden  voting  booths  which  now  serve 
as  locker  buildings  for  the  patrons  of  this  house  have 
outlived  their  usefulness,  and  should  be  supplanted  by 
a  new  reinforced  concrete  building  of  dimensions  and 
design  suited  to  the  district  and  its  environment,  and 
an  appropriation  of  120,000  would  be  sufficient  to  con- 
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tinue  under  proper  conditions  the  bathing  facihties 
which  are  afforded  here,  the  only  place  in  this  large 
district. 

Last  year  the  bath  houses  in  this  department  were 
opened  on  May  23,  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  citizens  in 
this  city  at  that  time.  A  period  of  unexpected  hot 
weather  came  upon  us,  and  as  it  seemed  desirable  to 
give  the  people  access  to  the  beach  houses  at  once  we 
met  their  needs  within  the  space  of  a  few  hours.  These 
houses  were  kept  continuously  in  operation  from  the 
above-mentioned  date  until  the  close  of  the  season, 
September  15. 

The  trustees  view  with  continued  approbation  the 
undiminished  zeal  of  the  superintendent,  Hugh  C. 
McGrath,  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  department 
to  the  high  plane  it  now  occupies,  and  also  to  the  physi- 
cal director,  James  L.  Walsh,  for  the  high  standard  of 
excellence  of  the  gymnasiums  in  the  department.

REPORT   OF   PHYSICAL   DIRECTOR. 


Board  of  Bath  Trustees: 

Gentlemen, —  In  placing  before  you  a  report  of  the 
work  carried  on  under  my  supervision  I  take  much 
pleasure  in  stating  as  a  fact  that,  notwithstanding  the 
efforts  that  have  recently  been  made  by  other  cities 
along  lines  parallel  to  those  on  which  we  ourselves  are 
moving,  we  are  still  in  advance.  While  admitting  the 
stimulus  of  competition,  and  attributing  much  of  our 
own  advance  to  its  influence,  the  fact  remains  that  we 
still  maintain  the  lead  which  we  took  when  we  gave  the 
primary  example  of  how  a  municipality  should  interest 
itself  in  the  physical  upbuilding  and  bodily  cleanliness 
of  its  people.  Indeed,  in  viewing  the  totality  of  our 
institutions  and  the  widest  reach  of  our  functions,  our 
department  not  only  has  no  peer  in  this  description  of 
municipal  work  but  it  has  many  imitators. 

Here  and  there,  in  other  communities,  features  which 
would  only  be  a  fragment  of  our  endeavors  have  been 
differentiated  for  specialization,  and  much  emphasis 
has  been  given  to  their  importance.  The  notable 
features  that  have  been  seized  upon  in  this  way  are 
recreation,  swimming,  dancing  and  games.  All  of  these 
expressions  of  physical  training  activity  have  been  made 
to  appear  highly  valuable  where  they  have  been  individu- 
alized. Any  institution  serving  to  promote  one  of  these 
features  alone  has  seen  fit  to  vaunt  of  its  achievement. 
What,  then,  should  be  our  pride  in  dwelling  on  the  fact 
that  we  promote  all  of  them,  and  that  we  do  so  with 
deliberate  consideration  as  to  the  relative  value  of  each? 

Yet  I  can  see  where  there  is  an  opportunity  for  the 
extended  use  of  our  gymnasia  and  bath  houses.  In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  we  have  succeeded  in  keeping  in 
the  lead  in  the  work  that  we  are  doing,  I  am  mindful 
that  our  advance  has  been  made  more  through  the 
increase  of  the  number  of  buildings  than  through  the 
increasing  service  of  each  individual  institution.     This 
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numerical  increase  must  sooner  or  later  cease,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law  of  limitation;  but  the  scope  of  useful- 
ness of  the  individual  institution  must  be  enlarged 
upon.  That  can  only  result,  however,  from  increasing 
the  teaching  staff. 

The  fact  is  particularly  worthy  of  being  kept  in  mind. 
It  is  the  key  to  future  progress.  At  the  present  time 
the  work  of  instruction  is  being  carried  on  by  very  few 
men.  It  is  a  customary  thing  in  private  gymnasia  to 
have  three  or  four  paid  instructors.  Even  in  gymnasia 
much  inferior  to  ours  in  size  this  is  to  be  seen.  And 
always  they  are  men  who  receive  good  salaries.  In 
our  gymnasia,  on  the  other  hand,  until  last  year,  one 
man  had  to  suffice  for  the  largest  institution.  At  the 
present  there  are  two  men  in  the  three  largest  gymnasia, 
but  as  the  attendance  at  these  places  runs  over  2,000 
a  week  it  will  be  seen  that  the  instructors  must  handle 
the  people  in  large  masses  and  thus  miss  the  opportunity 
to  give  any  attention  to  the  individual. 

There  is  much  room  for  wider  service  in  each  gym- 
nasium, and  I  am  prepared  to  try  and  realize  it  at  the 
earliest  opportunity.  But  the  first  essential  to  such 
furtherance  of  our  functions  is  to  increase  the  instructing 
staff  and  make  the  salaries  of  the  instructors  correspond 
to  those  paid  in  private  gymnasia. 

I  have  nothing  new  to  say  this  year  in  regard  to  the 
organization  and  instruction  of  classes.  The  tested 
methods  of  the  past  have  been  adhered  to  without 
change.  Some  slight  modifications  of  the  routine  have 
been  introduced,  but  in  the  main  the  direction  of  our 
teaching  efforts  has  not  shifted.  The  result  is  that, 
as  in  former  years,  I  am  able  to  point  to  a  character  of 
improvement  in  the  physical  make-up  of  our  patrons 
which  answers  any  challenge  as  to  the  justification  of 
money  expended  in  our  work.  The  attendance  which 
has  been  tabulated  speaks  for  itself  as  far  as  mere 
numbers  are  concerned.  That  is  important  as  showing 
the  splendid  popularity  of  the  gymnasia  and  baths. 
But  the  number  of  people  who  remain  in  attendance 
with  sufficient  regularity  and  attention  to  derive  the 
substantial  benefits  that  we  hold  out  for  them  is  not 
easy  to  tabulate.  From  observation,  however,  in  the 
absence  of  more  accurate  methods,  I  have  been  able  to 
compute  the  number  with  reasonable  proximity  to  fact, 
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and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  two-thirds  of  the  people 
attending  the  gymnasia  have  received  the  benefits 
mentioned. 

In  former  reports  I  have  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  as  a  result  of  our  methods  of  teaching  swimming 
the  City  of  Boston  can  show  more  children  that  can 
swim  that  can  any  other  city  in  the  country.  Last 
year  we  added  materially  to  the  number.  Last  year, 
too,  we  made  a  change  in  the  manner  of  conducting 
water  sports  which  had  been  in  vogue  for  many  years. 
It  had  formerly  been  the  custom  to  hold  neighborhood 
races  or  demonstrations  at  the  end  of  the  season. 
Although  these  were  held  throughout  the  entire  depart- 
ment they  were  disconnected  and  lacked  unity.  Last 
year  a  scheme  of  organization  was  inaugurated.  Each 
section  of  the  city  was  given  local  races,  and  the  winners 
of  these  local  meets  were  then  matched  in  a  final  meet 
which  was  held  at  North  End  Park.  The  success  of 
the  entire  scheme  was  far  beyond  our  expectations. 

The  civil  service  training  that  we  offer  to  applicants 
for  the  fire  and  police  departments  is  being  adopted  bj' 
an  increasing  number  of  men  each  year.  Last  year 
more  than  two  hundred  of  our  patrons  took  these 
examinations  and  most  of  them  passed  satisfactory 
marks.  Many  of  them  passed  the  test  with  the  highest 
marks. 

The  North  Bennet  Street  Gymnasium,  by  reason  of 
it  being  still  new  and  in  the  experimental  period  of  its 
history,  was  watched  closely  for  any  signs  that  might 
suggest  innovations  which  could  be  expected  to  improve 
its  service.  The  experiment  was  tried  of  inviting  the 
mothers  of  the  neighborhood  to  attend  at  regular 
intervals  and  enjoy  a  social  afternoon  with  their  children. 
The  experiment  proved  highly  satisfactory.  Through 
an  interest  in  their  children  the  mothers  were  introduced 
to  an  institution  of  which  they  might  otherwise  have 
remained  in  ignorance. 

The  opening  of  the  new  East  Boston  Gymnasium 
presented  no  new  problem.  It  simply  replaced  a  gyin- 
nasium  which  had  been  the  first  in  the  country  to  try  out 
the  educational  possibihties  of  that  sort  of  public  agency. 
The  new  gymnasium,  of  course,  has  been  much  more 
largely  attended  than  was  the  old  one.  That  was  to 
have  been  expected.     Theoretically  this  gymnasium  was 
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regarded  when  finished  as  one  of  the  finest  of  its  kind 
in  the  world.  Its  wide  range  of  accommodation  was 
expected  to  serve  a  larger  number  of  purposes  than  we 
have  ever  served  before.  These  expectations  have  all 
been  realized  by  practical  experience. 

The  instructors  under  my  charge  have  carried  out 
the  work  outlined  for  them  with  earnestness  and  sincere 
attention,  and  I  commend  them  for  their  loyalty  to  the 
purpose  of  the  department.
